Be it enacted by the Governor and ES Assembly of 
the Territory of Kansas: 


Section 1. That Lyman Scott, J. C. Hemingray, H. P. John- 
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son, E. D. Ladd, William Hutchinson, H. Shanklin, James G. 
Bailey, J. W. Robinson, E. Hoogland, Thomas Stinson, C. K. 
Holliday, George Russell, A. J. Mead and Falkner Johnston, 
their associates and assigns, who have acquired or may acquire 
the right to use and have either Morse’s, House’s, Bain’s or any 
other electro magnetic telegraph, are hereby erected a body cor- 
porate, under the name of the ‘“‘ Kansas Central Telegraph Com- 
pany,” for the purpose of erecting and managing a line of tele- 
graph from Leavenworth, by way of Lawrence and Fort Riley, 
to Council Grove; and, also, it shall be lawful for the said com- 
pany to erect a branch line from Lawrence to some point near 
and above the mouth of the Kansas river, and that, upon a proper 
organization of said company being made, it shall be lawful for 
said company, directors and president to open books of subscrip- 
tion for stock in said company; and, also, to make and publish 
assessments upon said stock, to be employed in erecting said tel- 
egraph line; and, upon the non-payment of said assessment within: 
thirty days after the same shall have become due, it shall be law- 
ful for said company to sue and recover said amount from said 
delinquent stockholders, and, upon non-collection by said com- 
pany, then the‘stock to be forfeited by the delinquent stock- 
holders. 


Sec. 2. The capital stock of said gorporation, hereby incor- 
porated, shall be one hundred thousand dollars, and shall be di- 
vided into two thousand shares of fifty dollars each, and shall be 
issued to any person purchasing the same, at the rate of five 
shares per mile of telegraph put in operation or construction:

said telegraph line. 

Sec. 8. That the persons named in the first section, or any 
four of them, shall call a meeting, to be held within six months 
after the passage of this act, of the said company, giving three 
weeks’ notice of the time and place of the meeting, by publication 
in at least one paper published in Lawrence and one in Leaven- 
worth, at which meeting seven directors shall be elected, by bal- 
lot, to manage the affairs of the company, to serve for one year, 
or until their successors are chosen. ‘The directors shall elect 
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one of their number president, and such other officers and ap- 
point such agents as they may deem necessary, and fix the 
amount of the salaries attached to the several offices: and shall 
exercise all powers pertaining to the making, maintaining, using 
and managing such telegraph line, and the affairs, interests and 
business of the said corporation, authorized by its by-laws. The 
persons named in the first section of this act shall serve as direc- 
tors until the first meeting thus called. The annual meetings of 
said company shall be held afterwards on the first Wednesday of 
July, in each year, unless the stockholders, at an annual meet- 
ing, shall otherwise direct ; and special meetings shall be called 
by the president and directors, whenever, in their opinion, the 
interests of the company may require it, or when it may be de- 
manded by persons holding one-third of the stock ; such reason- 
able notice to be given of the time and place of such meetings as

Sec. 8. That the Kansas Central, Telegraph Company shall 
have the right to pass any stream, road or street of this Terri- 
tory, without being subject to indictment as a nuisance, or to be 
abated by any private person or company: Provided, That the 
fixtures in such case be so placed as not to interfere, or interrupt, 
or endanger‘in any way the proper use of said stream, road or 
street, or with the proper use of any premises by any land owner ; 
and, provided, That no person or company shall be entitled to 
sue for or recover damages as aforesaid, until said company, after 
due notice, in writing, shall have failed to remove or change said 
fixtures complained of; and notice given any agent shall be suf- 
ficient notice in the premises. 
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Sec. 9. That said company shall have the right to sue and be 
sued, complain or defend in any court of law or equity, to make 
and use a common seal, alter the same at pleasure, purchase, 
hold, receive or dispose of real estate, for the lawful purposes of 
said company, or convey the same when no longer required. 
This corporation and all other companies organized under the 
laws of this Territory, shall have power to change their names 
and places of business, at such times and to such places within 
this Territory as the managers thereof shall determine.

Said company shall, also, have power to sue 
and recover damages for injury or interruption to said line, to the

Suc. 11. That this company shall not be permitted to issue 
any note, token, device, scrip or other evidence of debt, to be 
used as a currency. 

Sec. 12. That, if said company shall fail to organize within 
six months, or to complete at least thirty-five miles of said line 
of telegraph within eighteen months from the first of June next, 
this charter and all rights under it shall be forfeited. 

Sec. 13. That this act of incorporation shall endure for twenty 
years from its passage, and the Legislative Assembly reserves to 
itself the right to alter or amend this uct of incorporation at 
pleasure: Provided, That no injustice shall be done the incor- 
porators.

AN ACT for the Establishment of a University at Lawrence, in the County 
of Douglas, Kansas Territory.

Be it enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of 

the Territory of Kansas: 

Suction 1. That there be and is hereby created and estab- Lawrence mpi- 
lished, at or near the city of Lawrence, in the county of Douglas, “**** 
in Kansas Territory, an institution of learning, for the education 
of youth in the various branches of literature and science, and 
with full university powers to give instruction in theology, medi- 
cine and law; the name, style and title of which university, and 
the constitution thereof, shall be and are as follows: 

Sec. 2. That said institution shall be called and known by the Name. 
name of ‘‘Lawrence University.” 

Suc. 3. This university shall be under the management, di- Mensgement. 
rection and government of a board of trustees, not exceeding 
twenty-one, or a quorum thereof, as hereinafter mentioned. 

Suc. 4. That the trustees of said university shall consist of Nemes of trastecs » 
the following persons, to wit: C. E. Miner, Wm. Bishop, @ 
W. Hutchinson, John M. Coe, A. W. Pitzer, E. Nute, Jr., Chas. 
Robinson, S. C. Pomeroy, ©. H. Branscomb, W. Wilson, Jas. 
A. Finley, C. L. Edwards, T. Dwight ‘Thacher, Chas. Reynolds, 
Robt. Morrow, Jas. Blood, R. S. Symington, Josiah Miller,

and their successors, to be elected as hereinafter mentioned, shall 
be forever hereafter, and they are hereby created, established and 
declared to be a body politic and corporate, with perpetual suc- 
cession, and with all the incidents of a corporation, in deed and 
in law, to all intents and purposes whatsoever.

Trustees of Lawrence University,” by ~ 
which name and title they shall be able and capable at law and 
in equity, to take to themselves and their successors, for the use 
of said university, any estate in any messuages, lands, tenements, 
hereditaments, goods, chattels, moneys or other effects, by gift, 
grant, bargain, sale, conveyance, assurance, will, devise or be- 
quest of any person or persons whatsoever; and the same mes- 
suages, lands, tenements, hereditaments and estates, real and 
personal, to grant, bargain, sell, convey, assure, demise and to 
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farm, let and place out at interest, or otherwise dispose of or in- 
vest for the said university, in such manner as to them shall seem 
most beneficial to the institution, and to receive the rents, issues, 
profits, income and interest of the same, and to apply the same 
to the proper use of said institution, and by the same name to 
sue, commence, prosecute and defend, implead and be impleaded, 
in any courts of law and equity, and in all manner of suits and 
actions whatsoever, and in general, by and in the same name, to 
do and transact all and every business touching or concerning 
the premises, or which shall be incidentally necessary thereto, as 
fully and effectually as any natural person or body politic or 
corporate have power to manage their own concerns ; and to hold, 
enjoy and exercise all such powers, authorities and jurisdictions 
as are customary in other universities in the United States of 
America. 


Sec. 6. That the said trustees shall have power to make, for 
their use, one common seal, with such devices or inscriptions 
thereon as they shall think proper, and by and with which all 
deeds, diplomas, certificates and acts of the said corporation, 
shall pass [and be] authenticated, and the same seal at their 
pleasure to break and alter and devise a new one. 


Sed. 7. That the said trustees, or seven of them, (which 
number shall be necessary to constitute a quorum) shall hold 
their first meeting at Lawrence city, at the call of the person first 
named herein as trustee, or, in case of his neglect or refusal to 
act, of the next named, for the purpose of concerting and agree- 
ing to such measures as, in consequence of this act, shall be 
proper to be laid before them at the commencement of the work 
they have undertaken, and shall have power to adjourn from time 
to time, as they shall seo cause, to any other times and places for 
the purposes of perfecting the same; and there shall be a meet- 
ing of the said trustees held once in every year, at least, in the 
city of Lawrence, at such a fime as the said board of trustees 
shall appoint, of which notice shall be given, either by public 
advertisement, published in at least one of the newspapers printed 
in the city of Lawrence, or by notice signed by the president or 
secretary of the board, and sent to said trustees through the 
medium of the post office, or otherwise, at least ten days before 
the time of such intended meeting ; and, if atsuch meeting seven 
of the said trustees shall not be present, those of them who shall 
be present, shall have power to adjourn to any other day as fully 
and effectually as if the whole number of trustees for the time 
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being were present. Besides the regular annual meeting, quar- 
terly or semi-annual meetings may be held as the board may di- 
rect, to be convened by public notice as above mentioned; and 
the president may calla meeting at any time the interests of the 
institution may demand it, and it shall be his duty to do so at 
the wyitten request of any seven members of the board. 


Sec. 8. That the board of trustees having met according to 
the provisions of the seventh section, a majority of them shall be 
capable of doing and transacting all the business and concerns of 
said university, not otherwise provided for by this act, and par- 
ticularly of making and enacting ordinances for the government 
of said university, of prescribing the course of instruction, of 
electing trustees in the place and stead of those who shall resign 
their places or die, or whose office is vacated from any cause, in 
accordance with the provisions hereinafter mentioned, of electing 
or appointing the principal and professors of said institution, of 
agreeing with them for their salaries and stipends, and removing 
them for misconduct, breaches of the ordinances of the institution, 
or other cause which shall be deemed sufficient ; of appointing 
committees of their own body to carry into execution every and 
all resolutions of the board; of appointing a president, vice 
president, secretary, treasurer and other officers whom they may 
find necessary for managing the concerns of the institution or 
corporation, and of taking any such measures as they may think 
proper`in regard to the endowments of said university, and in 
general shall determine all matters and things, (although the 
same are not herein particularly mentioned) which occasionally 
may arise and be incidentally necessary to be determined by the 
said trustees: Provided, that no ordinance shall be of force 
which shall be repugnant to the constitution orlaws of the United 
States, or of the organic act or laws of this Territory. 

Sec. 9. That the trustees of the university hereinbefore men- 
tioned, shall be divided into three classes, of seyen each, in the 
order of the names as arranged in section fourth; the first class 
to go out of office on the day of the first annual commencement 
of the university ; the second class on the day of the second an- 
nual commencement; the third class on the day of the third 
annual commencement; and in the same manner forever after- 
wards, so that one-third of the whole number shall go out of 
office annually: Proyided, however, That the members of said 
board shall continue to hold their offices until their successors 
shall be appointed and qualified. Of the vacancies thus annually 
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created, three shall be filled by the board of trustees, and the 
other four by such judicatory or judicatories as have jurisdiction 
in the Territory or State of Kansas, in connection with the gen- 
eral assembly of the Presbyterian church in the United States of 
America, commonly known and distinguished as the ‘‘Old School 
Presbyterian Church,” and all vacancies in the board, in what- 
ever way created, shall be filled in accordance with the above 
ratio: Pravided, That the governor of the Territory of Kansas 
and the supermtendent of common schools, and, when said Terri- . 
tory shall have become a State, the governor of said State and 
State superintendent of common schools, shall be ex aficio mem- 
bers of the board of trustees. 

That the principal and professors of said university, 
or a majority of them for the time being, shall constitute the 
faculty of the university, which faculty shall have the power, and 
it shall be their duty, to enforce the rules and regulations adopted 
by the trustees for the government and tuition of the students, 
and to grantand confirm, by the order and direction of the board 
of trustees, such degrees in the liberal arts and sciences, inmedi- 
cine, law and theology, or any other branches thereof, to such stu- 
dents of the university or others, who, by their proficiency in 
learning or other meritorious distinction, they shall think en- 
titlet to them, as have been usually grauted in other colleges or 
universities, or which the said trustees or a board thereof shall 
deem right and proper, and te grant to such graduates, diplomas 
or certificates, under their common seal, to authenticate and per- 
petuate the memory of such graduation.

That a university be and is hereby established in Morrieunvernty 
the town of Doniphan, Doniphan county, Kansas Territory, and 
shall be known and designated as ‘‘ Morris University,” belong-

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Bec. 2. That Dodge, Shaw, I. F. Collins, 
Marshall, James S. Kline, James B. Hartman, Dr. C. W. Phelps, 
Gebbert and Edward Beauchamp, be and the same are 
hereby constituted a body politic and corporate, to be known by 
the name of ‘¢ The Trustees of Morris University,” and by that 
name shall have perpetual succession and a common seal. . 

Sec. 8. The board of trustees shall choose one from among 
their number to act as president of said board, whose duty it 
shall be to preside over the deliberations of the board when in 
Session, to keep order, &c.; yet, if the president, after being 
chosen, shall fail to attend any of the meetings of the board, a 
quorum thereof shall have authority to appoint a president pro 
tempore, to act during the absence of the proper president. 

Sec. 4. When a vacancy shall occur in the board of trustees 
or their successors in office, by death, resignation, removal or 
otherwise, the same shall be filled by the Conference. 

Src. 5. There shall be two stated meetings of the board of 
trustees annually, at the university, on the days closing the win- 
ter and summer sessions, the time of commencing and ending 
which sessions shall be regulated by said board, in such manner 
as they may deem proper for the hest interests of the institution. 

The president of the board of trustees shall have power 
to call a special meeting of the board, when he or any two of the 
trustees shall deem it expedient ; and any five of said trustees, at 
any regular adjourned or special meeting, shall constitute a quo- 
rum for the purpose of transacting business. 

Sec. 7. The trustees shall be a corporate body, invested with 
all the chartered authority granted to other literary institutions,

dents ; to elect a president and professors, and remove them, 
when in their judgment the interests of the university require it; 
to establish the price of tuition, to devise means to carry into 
effect the will of the board, to appoint a secretary and treasurer 
and other necessary officers, to take care of the estate. and man- 
age the concerns of the institution. 

Szo. 8. The trustees shall have power to demand, sue for and 
recover any money or property already subscribed or to be sub- 
scribed, for the use and benefit of the university, and to prose- 
cute and defend, in their corporate name, all suits relating to or 
affecting the interests of the same. . 

Src. 9. The trustees shall have power to buy, sell and convey

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property, real or personal, belonging to or for said institution, May buy snd selt 
and have a general superintending control over all property pur- 
chased, given, bequeathed or donated to the institution; with full 
power to dispose of the same, when, in their judgment, the inter- 
est of the institution requires it, or acquire other property: Pro- 
vided, That the said corporation shall not, at any one time, hold 
more than six hundred and forty acres of land. 

Szo. 10. The trustees shall have power, when they deem it May attaoh fo- 
necessary, to connect with said institution a female department, 
and employ competent teachers and make suitable regulations for 
the government of the same. 

Sec. 11. The trustees, teachers, nor any one else having con- Unane sectarian 
trol or authority over said institution, shall not in any instance ĉe 
exert undue influence in favor of the principles of any eee 
denomination. 

Src. 12. If at any time hereafter the Conference wish to eg- Theslogion do- 
tablish a theological department ın connection with said institu- 
tion, it shall þe conducted in a separate department from the 
literary institution.

Be wt enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of 
the Territory of Kansas: 


Section 1. That C. M. Callaway, John Collins, Wm. McKay, Corporstors. 
W. Y. Roberts, J. E. Ryan, R. S. Nash, Silas Armstrong, Ward 
Burnett, Charles Reynolds, together with the Bishop of the Di- 
ocese of Kansas, duly elected by the convention of the same, and 
their ‘successors, who may be elected by the said convention, are 
hereby constituted.and declared a body corporate and politic, and 


shall be known by the name of ‘s The Board of Trustees of the 
vt 
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Missouri Valley University,”’. or such other name and style as 
may be elected at a future convention of the said Diocese, and 
by such name shall have succession, and be capable of making 
contracts, of suing and being sued, pleading and being implead- 
ed, in all courts of law or equity in this Territory or elsewhere ; 
may have and use a common seal, and alter the same_at pleasure, 
and by thaf name and style shall be capable in law and equity of 
taking and holding, by devise and otherwise, or of purchasing,

That the present trustees of said university and their 
successors in offide, under such constitution as may be hereafter 
adopted, or as the same may be hereafter altered or amended, 
shall have the care and management of said university, and of 
its estate and property, and shall, also, have power, in conformity 
with the provisions of the constitution of said university, to make 
by-laws and ordinances for the appointment of pfofessors and 
other officers of said university ; for regulating the duties and 
conduct of the professors, officers and students therein; for the 
conducting of its business and concerns, and generally for the 
good government of the same: Provided, The same be not in- 
consistent with the constitution and laws of the United States or 
of this Territory.

Graham, Peter T. Abel, L. C. Challiss, Samuel Dickson, Samuel - 
C. Pomeroy, Robert McBratney, Franklin G. Adams, John B. 
Shearer, Joseph H. Gilbert, C. W. Phelps, J. B.i Hartman, 
O. F; Short, James- O. Auld and Albert Bun, and their succes- 
sors and assigns, be and are hereby created a body politic and 
corporate, to be styled ‘‘ Trustees of the Kansas Wesleyan Uni- 
versity,” Atchison, Kansas; and, by that title, to remain in 
perpetual succession, with full powers to sue and be sued, to M 
plead and be impleaded, to receive, acquire, hold, possess and 
convey property, real, personal or mixed; to use, employ, man- gonr 
age and dispose of all such property and moneys belonging to

degrees of merit and honor as are usually conferred by colleges

Sec. 2. For the present, the aforesaid individuals shall con- 
stitute the board of trustees for said university. 
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Dec. 3. The officers of the trustees shall be a president, trea- 
surer and secretary. The treasurer, before entering upon the 
duties of his office, shall giye bonds in such penal sums and with 
such securities as shall be approved by the board of trustees. 

Src. 4. The trustees of said institution shall not exceed twenty, 
exclusive of the president of the faculty or presiding officer of the 
university, who shall be, ex oficio, a member of the board of 
of trustees. The trustees may hold their office for the term of 
four years, to be classified so as to admit of an election of one- 
fourth of the whole number, annually, as hereafter provided. 
The twelve trustees herein named shall organize and make such 
a classification of their members, on or before the first Tuesday 
in June, A. D. 1859, into terms of one, two, three and four years 
respectively, from the date aforesaid. 

Smc. 5. The university aforesaid shall be styled the ‘‘ Kansas 
Wesleyan University,” to be located in Atchison city or county, 
where the trustees thereof may determine. 


Szo. 6. That the Kansas and Nebraska Annual Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, or such other Conference of said 
church as shall hereafter include within its bounds the said uni- 
versity, together with such other Conferences of said church, con- 
tiguous thereto, formally pledging their patronage to said insti- 
tution, shall each, alternately, fill all vacancies occurring in the 
board of trustees from their own bodies, respectively, or other- 
wise, commencing with that Conference within whose bounds the 
said institution may be located; and the said Conference or Con- 
ferences, shall elect, annually, any number of visitors not exceed- 
ing three, for each of said Conferences, from their own bodies, 
respectively, whose duty it shall be to attend the various meetings 
of the board of trustees, and said visitors, together with said 
trustees, shall form and constitute a joint board for the appoint- 
ment and removal of all officers of said university. 

Src. T. That the joint board shall have power to appoint, in 
such manner as they may deem expedient, a president of the 
university, together with such professors and instructors as may 
at any time be necessary to constitute an efficient faculty for the 
instruction of the students in the arts and sciences and the learned 
professions, as taught in the best universities and colleges in our 
country. It shall be the further duty of said joint board (with 
the advice of the faculty,) to prescribe, from time to time, the 
course of studies to be pursued in all of the departments and 
branches of said university, and to fix the rate and terms of tui- 
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tion, room rent and college expenses; to appoint such other 
officers and agents as may be necessary in managing the business 
of the institution, (under such bonds and penal sums as the trus- 
tees may require,) to define their powers, duties and employ- 
ments, to fix their compensation, or to displace and remove either Compensation. 
the president, professors, officers or agents, as said joint board 

shall deem to the interest of said institution; to locate and erect 

suitable buildings for university purposes ; to purchase text-books Ereot buildings. 
and library, chemical and philosophical apparatus, and all other 

suitable means of instruction. 

Sec, 8. That the said joint board shall haye power and author- Boara, power of. 
ity to locate, organize and establish, (at any time when, in the < - 
judgment of said joint board, the interests of the institution and l 
the public wants require it,) in addıtion to the literary depart- 
ments of the arts and sciences, any or all of the branches and 
departments of theology, medicine, law and agriculture, and that 
the said theological, medical, law or agricultural departments, 
may each, or collectively, be managed and controled by a sepa- 
rate board of directors, whom the said joint board shall have 
power to provide and appoint or displace, as the interests of the 
respective departments may demand; and the property, assets 
and liabilities of each, may be and may remain distinct from 
the property, assets and liabilities of the literary departments and / 
of each other.

All the real or personal estate belonging to or which 
may hereafter belong to said corporation, shall be exempted from 
taxation.for any and all purposes whatever, excepting real estate 
not occupied for the immediate purposes of the institution. 

Sec. 14. That the provisions of this act shall be interpreted 
liberally for every beneficial purpose hereby intended, and no 
omission to use any of the privileges hereby granted shall cause 
any forfeiture of the same, nor shall any gift, grant, conveyance 
or devise to or for the benefit of the corporation, be defeated or 
prejudiced by any misnomer, misdescription or informality what- 
ever; Provided, The intention of the parties can be shown or 
ascertained beyond reasonable doubt.

R. Whitehead, their heirs, executors, administrators or as- 
signs, shall have the exclusive right and privilege from and after 
the passage of this act, of keeping and maintaining a ferry from 
the town of Bellemont, in the county of Doniphan, in this Terri- 
tory, to the city of St. Joseph, in the State of Missouri, and

The above named persons, heir heirs or assigns a8 Paty ot corpora- 
aforesaid, shall continue to keep their steam ferry boat ‘‘Belle- 
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mont” or another equally as substantial and capacious at said 
ferry, in good repair: Provided, however, That nothing here- 
in contained shall prevent them from putting another and an ad- 
ditional boat or boats into said ferry business, whenever the 
requirements of the public demand it, or from using flat boats, 
tow boats or skiffs, in addition to their steam boat or ‘boats, in 
order to accommodate properly and subserve the interest of the 
public at said ferry. 


Sec. 3. The county board of supervisors, shall from year to 
year, whenever they think proper, establish the rates of ferriage 
to be charged at said ferry, and said ferry company shall keep a 
list of the rates so established, posted up at one or more public 
places on said boat or boats, or ferry house or houses at all times, 
and upon failure to do so, they shall forfeit all right to collect 
ferriage during such neglect, and, if the said county board of 
supervisors, or other tribunal which may hereafter be created, 
and duly authorized so to do, shall neglect at any future year to 
establish the rates of charges for said ferry, the rates last estab- 
lished shall be and remain in full force until such change be 
made. 


Suc, 4. It shall be the duty of the aforesaid persons, their 
heirs, executors, administrators or assigns, at all times, except 
at night, or when the river is obstructed with ice or otherwise, or 
during the prevalence of dense fogs, so as to make the passage 
unsafe and dangerous to the boat, to transport over said ferry 
persors on foot, on horseback, or in carriages, wagons, teams, 
the United States mail, merchandise, and stock of every kind and 
description whatever, and to do a general ferry and towing busi- 
ness, and any charge made or extorted by the aforesaid persons, 
their agents, heirs or assigns, which is more than the rates of 
ferriage established by said county board as aforesaid, shall sub- 
ject the company hereby created to a forfeiture of not less than 
ten nor more than one hundred dollars for each and every such, 
offense, to be recovered by suit on the bond hereinafter mentioned, 
in any court having jurisdiction, one half of which shall be paid 
into the treasury of the county of Doniphan, and the remaining 
one half to the prosecuting witness. : 

‘Sec. 5. The said persons as aforesaid, shall, from time to time, 
as the county board of said county may direct, execute and file 
in the office of the clerk of said board, a bond, to be by said 
board approved, conditioned that they will comply with all the 
provisions of this act, and a copy of the same under the seal of 
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said county board, attested by the clerk thereof, shall be sufficient 
evidence of the contents of said bond, on any trial had for dam- 
ages sustained by any person by reason of a non-compliance with 
the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 6. The said persons as aforesaid shall have the exclusive Prctustve privi- 
privilege of ferrying to and from the town of Bellemont afore- °™ 
said, for the term of twenty years from the passage of this act, 
aud no other ferry shall be established within one mile of said 
town of Bellemont, either up or down the river, they shall keep 
said ferry and its appurtenances in good order and repair, but in 
the event of an accident to, or loss of a boat or boats, shall have 
a reasonable time to repair the same or procure others.

Be it enacied by the Governor and Legislalive Assembly of

Szo. 4. The enacting clause of all ordinances shall be: ‘ Be 
it ordained by the mayor and councilmen of the city of Sumner,” 
and all ordinances shall be published in such manner as may be 
provided by ordinance prescribing the same, and no ordinance 
shall be enforced until so published. i 

Sec. 5. All male citizens of the United States, or who have 
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lawfully declared their intention to become such, who are twenty- 
one years of age, and who shall have resided within the city limits 
three months next preceding any city election, shall be deemed 
qualified electors of said city, in a the were in which they may 
reside. 


ARTICLE 1. 


Src. 1. The permanent officers of the City of Sumner shall be 
a mayor, twelve councilmen, city clerk, recorder, marshal, asses- 
sor, treasurer, attorney, city engineer, street commissioners, and 
such other officers as may be created or established by ordinance. 

Suc. 2. Any person, possessing the qualifications of an elec- 
tor, shall be eligible to an election or appointment to any office 
in asi city. 

Sec. 3. The regular annual election for officers in said city 
shall be held on the second Monday in March, and in such mar- 
ner as may be fixed by ordinance, and at such places as may be 
designated by the mayor. 

Sec. 4, At each annual election, there shall be chosen, by the 
qualified electors of said city, the following officers, to wit: 
mayor, twelve councilmen, to be elected by wards, as may be 
established and apportioned by ordinance, city clerk, recorder, 
marshal, city engineer, assessor, treasurer and street commis- 
sioners, and all other officers of the city shall be elected or ap- 
pointed as may be determined by ordinance. All officers, so 
elected or appointed, shall hold their offices for one year, and 
until their successors are elected or appointed, according to law 
and the provisions of any ordinance or ordinances touching such 
elections or appointments, unless sooner removed, in such man- : 
ner and for such offenses as may be prescribed by ordinance.

` all other officers of the city, whether elected or appointed, before 
entering upon the duties of their office, shall take and subscribe 
an oath that they will support the constitution of the United 
States, the organic law of this Territory, and will faithfully 
comply with the provisions of this charter, and well and truly 
perform the duties of their office, impartially and to the best of 
their skill and abilities. 


ARTICLE IV.

He shall be a conservator of the peace throughout the 
city, and, for this purpose, may appoint or dismiss, at pleasure, 
any number of extra policemen as he may deem proper; and 
all such acts he shall report to the city council. 


Sec. 6. He shall, from time to time, communicate to the 
city council such information, and recommend such measures, as, 
in his opinion, may tend to the improvement of the finances of 
the city, the police, health, security, ornament, comfort and 
general prosperity of the city. 

DEC. T. The mayor, or any seven councilmen, shall have power 
to call special meetings of the city council, the object of which 
shall be submitted to the council, in writing ; and’ the call and 
object, as well as the disposition thereof, shall be entered upon 
the journal by the clerk. - 

‘Seo. 8. The mayor shall have power, when le deems it 
necessary, to require any officer of the city to exhibit his account 
or other papers, and to make report to the council, in writing, 
touching any subject or matter he may require pertaining to his 
office. 

Szo. 9. The mayor shall be active and vigilant in enforcing 
all laws and ordinances for the government of said city, and he 
shall cause all subordinate officers to be dealt with promptly for 
every neglect or for violation of duty ; he shall have such jurisdic- 
tion as may be vested in him, by ordinance, over all places within 
five miles of the corporate limits of the city, for the enforcement 
of any health or quarantine ordinance and regulations thereof.

They shall 
appoint and employ the teachers and instructors for the same, 
and visit each and every such school as often as once in every 
month. They shall cause a schoo! to be kept in each district for 
the term of six months, at least, in each year. They shall cer- 
tify to the city council the correctness of all accounts or expenses 
incurred in the support of said schools, and give the teachers 
employed therein certificates of the amounts due for such servi- 
ces, They shall, at the close of every current year, report to 
the city council the state and condition of the seyeral schools in 
said city, as well the fiscal as the other concerns in relation 
thereto, and a particular account of the administration thereof : 
Provided, That no person shall be employed as a teacher in any 
of said schools, until he or she shall have been first examined by 
the board of examiners, hereinafter mentioned, and have ob- 


. tained from said board a certificate of qualifications as to his or 


her competency and moral character. 


Sec. 8. All moneys levied and collected in said city for the 
support of common schools, shall be paid in to the city treasurer, 
which money shall be kept in the city treasury, as a separate and 
distinct fund, and the same shall not be applied, under any pre- 
tence whatever, to any other use than that for which it was levied 
and collected, and separate and particular-accounts of the re- 
ceipts and expenditures thereof, shall be kept by the treasurer, in 
a book to be provided for that purpose. 


Suc. 9. A majority of all the members of said board shall 
constitute a quorum for transacting the business thereof. 

Sec. 10. If any member of said board shall absent himself 
from the regular meetings of said board for six successive weeks, 
unless by reason of sickness, or absence from this city, or by 
consent of said board, his seat shall be declared vacant. 


Szo. 11. That it shall be the duty of the city council to ap- 
point five persons, residents and citizens of said city, of compe- 
tent learning and abilities, as examiners of said gchools, and of 
the qualifications of the teachers thereof, who shall be denomi- 
nated ‘The Board of Examiners of Common Schools in Sum- 
ner,” who shall hold their office for two years; and all vacancies 
in said board shall be filled by the city council, as they may 
occur.

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of them, a majority of whom can grant certificates thereof to 
such as in their opinion may be entitled to receive the same.

SEC. 3. Said judges shall give to each officer elected at said 
elections a certificate of his election. 

4, If any of said judges or clerks shall fail to attend 
said elections, the electors present shall supply such vacancy, and 
all votes cast-at said elections shall be by written ballots, and 
the judges and clerks of said elections, before proceeding to the

AN ACT to Incorporate and Establish the City of Wyandott, Kansas 
; Territory; 


Be it enacted by the Governor and-Legislative Assembly of 
` the Territory of Kansas: 


ARTICLE I. 

Secrroy 1. That all that district of country described as fol- 
lows, to wit: Commencing on the eastern boundary of the Ter- 
ritory of Kansas, where the same is intersected by the second 
standard parallel; thence west on the said parallel line to the 
north-west corner of section four, township eleven, range twenty- 
five ; thence south to the south-west corner of section nine, town- 
ship and range aforesaid; thence east to the middle of the Kan- 
Bas river; thence by the middle of the Kansas and Missouri 
rivers to the place of beginning, is hereby erected into a city by 
the name of the city of ‘“Wyandott ;” and the inhabitants there- 
of ate hereby constituted a body corporate and politic, by the 
name and style of the city-of *Wyandott,’” and ‘by that name 
they and their successors shall be known in law, have perpetual 
succession, sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, defend and be 
defended, in any and all courts of law or equity, and in all actions 
whatsoever; may contract and be contracted with; may purchase, 
receive and hold property, both real and personal, within said 
city, and may sell, lease, ‘convey, or otherwise dispose of the 
same for the benefit of the city; may putchase, receive, hold;

That the city council of said city shall have power and 
they are hereby authorized to divide the city of Wyandott, by 
territorial limits, into school districts, in such manner as shall be 
most convenient, haying due regard to the accommodation of all 
the citizens. g 


Suc. 8. That the city council are hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to purchase, in fee simple, or to receive as a donation, for the 
use of said city and at the expense of the same, in each of said 
school districts, a suitable lot of land, in some central and con- 
venient situation, as a site for a school house therein, and, at any

Sec. 7. That said board shall have general superintendence of Same, 
all the common schools in said city, and, from time to time, make 
such regulations for the government and instruction of the chil- 
dren therein as shall appear proper and expedient. They shall 
appoint and employ the teachers. and instructors for the same, 
and visit each and every such school as often as once in every 
month ; they shall cause a school to be kept in each district, at 
such time and for such term as may hereafter be prescribed by 
ordinance; they shall certify to the city council the correctness 
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of all accounts for expenses incurred in the support of said 
schools, and give the teachers, employed therein, certificates of 
the amount due for such services ; they shall, at the close of every 
current year, report to the city council the state and condition of 
the several schools in said city, as well the fiscal as the other con- 
cerns in relation thereto, and a particular account of their admin- 
istration thereof: Provided, That no person shall be employed 
as a teacher in any of said schools,until he or she shall have been 
first examined by the board of examiners hereinafter mentioned, 
and have obtained from said board a certificate of qualifications 
as to his or her competency and moral character. 


That all money levied and collected in said city for the 
support. of common schools shall be paid into the city treasury, 
which money shall be kept in the city treasury as a separate and 
distinct fund; and the same shall not be applied, under any pre- 
tense whatever, to any other use than that for which it was levied 
and collected, and separate and particular accounts of the re- 
ceipts and expenditures thereof shall be kept by the treasurer, in 
a book to be provided for that purpose.

That, if any member of said board shall absent him- 
self from the regular meetings of said board for six successive 
weeks, unless by reason of sickness or absence from the city, or 
by consent of said board, his seat shall be declared vacant.

AN ACT Incorporating the City of Quindaro. 7 
Be it enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of 
the Territory of Kansas: 
ARTICLE I. 


Sxctrron 1. That all the district of country, described as fol- 
lows, to wit: commencing at the south-west corner of the south- 
east quarter of section thirty-six, township ten, range twenty-five, 
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east; thence east two and one-half miles, to the south-east corner 


of section thirty-two ; thence north about two miles, to the mid- 
dle of the Missouri river; thence up along the middle of said 
river, to a point due north of the place of beginning; thence 
south to the place of beginning, is hereby created into a city, by 
the name of the ‘‘ City of Quindaro,”’ and the inhabitants thereof 
_ are hereby constituted a body corporate and politic, by the name 
and style of the ‘‘ City of Quindaro,” and by that name they 
and their successors shall be known in law, have perpetual suc- 
cession, sue and be sued in all courts of law or equity, and in all 
actions whatsoever; may purchase, receive and hold property, 
both real and personal, within said city, and may sell, lease, 
eonvey or otherwise dispose of. the same for the benefit of the 
city; may purchase, lease or convey property, both real or 
‘mixed, beyond the limits of the city, to be used for the burial of 
the dead, or for any purpose which may tend for the general 
good of the city; and may have a common seal, and change the 
same at pleasure. 

Suc. 2. That the corporate powers and duties of said city 
shall be vested inia mayor and a board of six councilman, to be 
styled the ‘‘ Common Council of the City of Quindaro.”’ 


Sec. 8. That said corporation shall have power to provide and 
establish by ordinance all necessary municipal laws, rules and 
regulations, for the government of the inhabitants, and enforcing 
the same ; to pass all ordinances necessary to carry the provisions 
of this charter into effect, for the well being of the inhabitants, 
and have full power to pass and provide for the enforcement of 
all ordinances which may be deemed right and proper, and not 
inconsistent with the constitution of the United States and the 
organic act of this Territory. 


Szo. 4. That the enacting clause of all ordinances shall be,. 


<‘Be it ordained by the mayor and councilmen of the city of Quin- 
x 
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daro,” and all ordinances shall be published in such manner as 
may be provided by ordinance, before the enforcement of such 
ordinances. 

Sec. 5. That all free white male citizens of the United States, 
or who have lawfully declared their intention to become such, who 
are twenty-one years of age, and who shall have resided within 
the city limits three months next preceding any election, shall 
be deemed qualified electors of said city in the ward in which 
they reside. 


ARTICLE II. 

Sxc. 1. That at each annual election there shall be chosen, 
from among the qualified electors, the following officers, to wit: 
mayor, six councilmen, city clerk, who shall be ex-officio assess- 
or, and a treasurer, who shall be ex-officio receiver of taxes and 
assessor; recorder, who is hereby declared a justice of the peace ; 
city attorney, and such other officers as may be created by ordi- 
nance, who shall hold their respective offices for one year, or 
until their successors are elected or appointed and qualified ac- 
cording to law. 


ARTICLE II. 

Sxc. 1. That every officer of the city, before entering on the 
duties of his office, shall take and subscribe an oath that he will 
support the constitution of the United States, the organic law of | 
this Territory, and will faithfully comply with the provisions of 
this charter, and well and truly perform the duties of his office, 
impartially and to the best of his skill and abilities. 

Src. 2. That, if any officer of the city shall remove beyond its 
limits, his office shall be thereby vacated, and all vacancies shall 
be filled by special election, to be provided by ordinance. 

Szo. 3. That the mayor shall preside at all meetings of the com- 
mon council, and shall have a casting vote only ; he shall sign all 
bills before they shall become ordinances, by the next meeting of 
the common council, or return. them, with his objections thereto ; 
and, in case of neglect so to return, the same shall become an 
ordinance without his signature ; if returned without his approval, 
the council may pass the same, after a reconsideration, by a two- 
thirds vote ; he shall have power to administer oaths, take depo- 
sitions and acknowledgments of all instruments ‘of writing, and 
certify the same under the city seal, and the same shall be re- 
ceived as valid throughout the Territory.

exhibitions for pay, billiard tables, ball and ten-pin alleys, hacks, 
drays or other vehicles used within the city for pay. 

Sro. 6. That to restrain and suppress tippling shops, billiard Restrain impro-_ 
tables, ten-pin alleys, ball alleys, houses of prostitution, and 
other disorderly houses or practices, gaming and gaming houses, 
and all kinds of public indecencies. = 

Src. 7. That- to provide for the lighting of streets and the Lighting streets, 
erection of lamp posts. 

Sxc. 8. That to borrow money on the credit of the city, for meketene 
any improvement or enterprise in which the city may be inter- 
ested, and pledge the revenue and public property of the city for 
the payment thereof: Provided, That there shall not be paid, 
directly or indirectly, a greater rate of interest than ten per cent. 
per annum; nor shall.s greater debt be contracted than ten thou- 
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sand dollars, unless a two-thirds majority of the qualified voters 
of said city, at a poll to be opened for that purpose, shall au- 
thorize the same. _ 

Sec. 9. That all ordinances of the city may be proved by the J 
certificate of the clerk, under the seal of the city; and when 
printed and published by authority of the city, shall be read and 
received in evidence in'all courts and places, without further 
proof.
